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CLAIMS 


I claim: 


A clip for supporting ornamental items on a pew, 

comprig^ng: 

a mlpunting portion for gripping a portion of a pew support, 
the mountmg portion having a pair of opposite faces including an 
inner face a^pd an outer face, the mounting portion having a pair of 
side edges ai\l a pair of end edges, the mounting portion 
comprising: 

an e\ongate longitudinal extent having opposite end 
regions; 

a pair'^f transverse extents, each of the transverse 
extents extending from one of the end regions of the 
longitudinal eMent in a generally transverse orientation to the 
longitudinal ex^gnt; 

a pair of re\urn extents, each of the return extents 
extending from on\ of the transverse extents, each of the 
return extents extending towards each other; and 

a pair of free e\d extents, each of the free end extents 
extending from one oftthe return extents. 


2. The clip of claim 1 
extend outwardly from the

3. The clip of claim K.wbffrein each of the return extents 
extends generally parallel to Mj(e^ongitudinal extent, each of the 
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return extents extending from a secoiurone of the end regions of 
one of the transverse extents. / 

4. The clip of clfi£^l wfierein each of the transverse extents 
and each of the returiy extej^ arV arcuate. 

5. The clip of fll^n»:^^ each of the free end extents is 
arcuate such that a^roup of connected transverse, return and free 
end extents fornvs a portion of a circle. 

6. The iJip of claim 1 wherein each of the free end extents 
tends inwardlyvfrom one of the return extents, each of the free 

end extents being\riented generally perpendicular to the 
longitudinal extent. 

7. The clip of claim 1 wherein each of the end edges of the 
mounting portion is located on one of the free end extents, and a 
gap is formed between the end edge on the free end extent and the 
longitudinal extent, 

8. The clip\f claim 8 wherein a distance of the gap is 
ipproximately one-n^f of a distance of a farthest extent of the 
return extents from the longitudinal extent. 

9. The cli^f claim 1 additionally comprising a securing 
portion for removaMv^ecuring an ornamental item on the mounting 
portion, the securingVc^on being mounted on the mounting 

10. Th^^^lip of claim 9 wherein the securing portion 
comprises a securh^g arm for holding a portion of an ornamental 
item against the mouimugportion, the securing arm having a first 
end mounted on the mounting portion and a second end being free

11. The cllW)f claim 10 wherein the securing arm generally 
converges toward the olHer face at the second end thereof to form a 
channel therebetween for rec*b4j/ing a portion of an ornamental item. 

12. The clip of claim 9 wjherein the securing portion 
comprises a loop for extending about a portion of an ornamental 
item, the securing portion including a loop member having opposite 
ends each being mounted on the mounting portion.

comprising: 

an elorJgate longitudinal extent having opposite end 
regions; 

a pair of m-ansverse extents, each of the transverse 
extents extending from one of the end regions of the 
longitudinal extern in a generally transverse orientation to the 
longitudinal extent^s 

a pair of free emd extents, each of the free end extents 
being connected to orhc of the return extents, each of the free 
end extents extending toward the longitudinal extent; and 
a securing portion for rWovably securing an ornamental item 

on the mounting portion, the securing portion being mounted on the 

mounting portion. 

18. The clip of claim 17 wherein the mounting portion 
includes a pair of return extents, eVch of the return extents 
extending between one of the transverse extents and one of the free 
end extents, each of the return extenvts extending from one of the 
transverse extents and towards each dther. 

19. A clip for supporting ornamental items on a pew, 
comprising: 

a mounting portion for gripping a p'brtion of a pew support, 
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thAmounting portion having a pair of opposite faces including an 

innGx face and an outer face, the mounting portion having a

substa.ntially uniform width, the mounting portion having a 
substamially uniform thickness, the mounting portion being formed 
of a resiriently flexible material, the mounting portion having a

pair of sidevedges, the pair of side edges being oriented 
substantially parallel to each other, the mounting portion having a 
pair of end edge^?, the pair of end edges each extending 


substantially perp^iidicularly to the side edges, the mounting 
portion comprising:\ 

an elongat\ longitudinal extent having opposite end 
regions, the longitudinal extent being substantially planar; 

a pair of tran^erse extents, each of the transverse 
extents extending froin one of the end regions of the 
longitudinal extent in Xgenerally transverse orientation to the 
longitudinal extent, the pair of transverse extents extending 


outwardly from the inner fa^e of the longitudinal extent, each 
of the transverse extents being arcuate, each of the transverse 


extents having opposite end regions, a first one of the end 
regions of each of the transvers(5^extents being joined to one 
of the end regions of the longitudinal extent; 

a pair of return extents, eacli\pf the return extents 
extending from one of the transverse^extents, each of the 
return extents extending towards each\other, each of the 
return extents extending generally paraUel to the longitudinal 
extent, each of the return extents extending from a second one 
of the end regions of one of the transverse^extents, each of 
the return extents being arcuate; and 


a pair of free end extents, each of the i^ee end extents 
extending from one of the return extents, each^of the free end

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extents extending inwardly from one of the return extents, 


each f^^® extents being oriented substantially 

perpendicular to the longitudinal extent, each of the end 
edges ofSjie mounting portion being located on one of the free 
end extentska gap being formed between the end edge on the 
free end exten^ and the longitudinal extent; 

wherein a^distance of the gap being approximately one- 
half of a distance^f a farthest extent of the return extents 
from the longitudinal extent; and 

a securing portion for^removably securing an ornamental item 
on the mounting portion, the\ecuring portion being mounted on the 
mounting portion, the securing^portion being located on the outer 
face of the mounting portion, tire securing portion comprising a 
securing arm for holding a portiori of an ornamental item against 
the mounting portion, the securingXarm having a first end mounted 
on the mounting portion and a secon^ end being free of connection 
to the mounting portion, the securing\rm generally converging 
toward the outer face at the second end\hereof to form a channel 
therebetween for receiving a portion of an ornamental item.
